New state tests challenge 
Gallatin students, teachers 


Stephenson 
charged with 
brutal killing 

May face death penalty 


Students in Gallatin 
County and across Ken¬ 
tucky are taking new 
standardized tests this 
month that educators say 
are longer and more dif¬ 
ficult than any in the past. 
Educators also say the re¬ 
sults of the new tests may 
be bleak. 

Gallatin County stu¬ 
dents began taking the 


At last Thursday 
night’s fiscal court meet¬ 
ing, Judge/executive Ken 
McFarland said Cincin¬ 
nati Bell has shown in¬ 
terest in providing high¬ 
speed Internet access to 
rural parts of Gallatin 
County. 

A lack of high speed 
Internet to many homes 
in the county has been a 
concern for several years. 
McFarland said at the be¬ 
ginning of this year his 
goal was to find a compa¬ 
ny that would provide the 
service to nearly every 
Gallatin County home. 


Gallatin County voters 
will go to the polls next 
Tuesday, May 22, to cast 
their votes in several pri¬ 
mary elections. 

Among the interesting 
choices for voters will be 
races for U.S. President, 
U.S. Representative, State 
Senator, and State Repre¬ 
sentative. 

The presidential pri¬ 
maries will hold little sus¬ 
pense as both major par¬ 
ties have already chosen 
their candidates. 


tests last week. They are 
given to students in grades 
3-12 and cover reading, 
math, science and social 
studies. 

The new tests are 
called K-PREP, which 
stands for Kentucky Per¬ 
formance Rating for Edu¬ 
cational Progress. They 
replace the Common¬ 
wealth Accountability

Testing or CATS whose 
objective was getting stu¬ 
dents to reach academic 
proficiency. The new tests 
are part of a system called 
Unbridled Fearning that 
focuses on students’ col¬ 
lege and career readiness 
in hopes of ensuring their 
success after high school. 

The new tests are man¬ 
dated by passage of Sen- 


ments. The expansion was 
paid for by a $350,000 
low-interest federal loan, 
donations and money the 
library has saved. 

•McFarland said Hu¬ 
mana would now carry 
health insurance for coun¬ 
ty employees.

“Your proficiency 

scores may be in the range 
of 50 percent proficient, 
Kentucky Education 

Commissioner Terry Hol¬ 
liday cautioned school of¬ 
ficials. “We shouldn’t use 
that as scare tactic. The 
key thing is to remember 
this is just the beginning.” 

Results of the K-PREP 
test are expected in Sep¬ 
tember. Parents will re¬ 
ceive personalized reports 
that will tell them how 
their school compares 
with others in the state and 
about their child’s prog¬ 
ress toward the goal of be¬ 
ing 100 percent ready for 
college or a career. 

“This is new to all of 
us, administrators, teach¬ 
ers and students,” Galla¬ 
tin County middle school 
Principal Curt Bieger said 
Friday as he watched sixth 
graders take one of tests. 
“We have been prepar¬ 
ing for this for a year and 
while he hope our results 
will be good, realistically 
we think our scores will 
go down under this new 
system.” 

Bieger admitted there 
was some nervousness 
and pressure among the 
teachers and students be¬ 
cause of the importance 
of the new tests. He also 
said many teachers were 
excited because they have 
worked hard and are anx¬ 
ious to see how their stu¬ 
dents do. 

The K-PREP tests fea¬ 
ture norm-referenced test 
items with questions that 
allow a student’s perfor¬ 
mance to be compared to 
other students. It also fea¬ 
tures criterion-referenced

Charles “Steve” Ste¬ 
phenson, of Walton, who 
is well known to many 
in Gallatin County, was 
charged last Thursday, 
May 10, with the brutal 
murder of Feigh Jennings 
in her Aurora home in 
March. 

Although investiga¬ 
tors have not confirmed it, 
Stephenson may also be a 
suspect in the murders of 
his uncle and aunt. Bill 
and Peggy Stephenson, in 
their Boone County home 
last May. 

Fast Thursday, Dear¬ 
born County Prosecutor 
Aaron Negangard said 
Stephenson killed Jen¬ 
nings by striking her re¬ 
peatedly with a skillet and 
a large pepper grinder. 
Photos of a bloody skillet 
and pepper grinder were 
shown at the press con¬ 
ference. Stephenson then 
allegedly stole $ 1,000 
from Jennings. Police say 
he needed the money to 
repay a debt so he could 
stay out of jail. 

Negangard said Ste¬ 
phenson’s DNA was 
found on the pepper 
grinder and may also be 
on the skillet. 

Police said Jennings, 
who worked as a barber at 
Jim Young’s Barbershop 
in Florence, was beaten 
to death on March 29, and 
her body was found on 
April 5. An autopsy deter¬ 
mined she died from mul¬ 
tiple skull fractures. 

Stephenson is de¬ 
scribed as Jennings’s 


“companion” and he usu¬ 
ally came to her home 
twice a week for dinner. 
The two met at the barber¬ 
shop where Stephenson 
was a customer. 

“He knew she had the 
money,” Negangard said. 
“Evidence suggests he 
went there with a plan to 
get the money.” Jennings 
kept large amounts of 
cash in her safe because 
she didn’t trust banks. 

Stephenson was being 
held at the Boone Coun¬ 
ty Detention Center on 
charges of tampering with 
evidence and drug traf¬ 
ficking when the murder 
charge was announced. 
He was arrested April 13, 
after he was released from 
St. Elizabeth Hospital in 
Florence where he was 
recovering from a suicide 
attempt. 

Fast Thursday, Negan¬ 
gard said Stephenson’s 
tampering charge was re¬ 
lated to blood evidence 
found in his car. 

The robbery and mur¬ 
der charges make Ste¬ 
phenson eligible for the 
death penalty but pros¬ 
ecutors could also seek a 
sentence of 115 years in 
prison. 

Stephenson comes 
from a large and tightly 
knit Northern Kentucky 
family, several of whom 
live in Gallatin County. 
His uncle and aunt were 
viciously killed in their 
condominium on May 29, 
2011. No one has been 
charged in their deaths.

Dear Editor: 

I was involved in a 
serious motor vehicle ac¬ 
cident on September 26, 
2011. I hydroplaned dur¬ 
ing a thunderstorm, hit a 
guardrail and my pickup 
truck flipped. I suffered 
multiple fractures and 
both of my legs were 
mangled. The doctors 
told me I was millimeters 
from death during the ac¬ 
cident and they weren’t 
sure if they’d be able to 
save my right leg. 

My life happened to 
cross paths that fateful 
morning with my guard¬ 
ian angel, an EMT from 
Dry Ridge by the name 
of Wanda Hammons. Not 
only did she save my life, 
she figured out that my 
right leg was actually 
rotated 180 degrees and 
deprived of blood. Her 
quick thinking saved my 
leg from amputation. 

After a few months of 


hospital stays and physi¬ 
cal therapy, some of my 
friends held a benefit for 
me. Upon arriving, one of 
the first faces I saw was 
Wanda’s. She was at the 
benefit to support me and 
check on my progress, 
even though the only time 
we’d met, I was uncon¬ 
scious and dying. 

To have a complete 
stranger show that much 
love and attention to you 
is unheard of in this world 
today. I have no doubt 
she will cany this love 
for people and her will¬ 
ingness to help complete 
strangers as an EMT to 
Frankfort with her. I have 
no doubt she will do great 
things for the Common¬ 
wealth, just like the care 
and concern I received as 
a patient.

McConnell and Mourdock have a lot to work out

On Wednesday morning, the 
day after he trounced incum¬ 
bent Sen. Richard Lugar in the 
Indiana Republican primary, 
newly-minted GOP Senate 
nominee Richard Mourdock 
mentioned in a network tele¬ 
vision interview he had never 
met or spoken to the man who 
would be his party leader in 
Washington. 

That would be Senate Mi¬ 
nority Leader Mitch McCon¬ 
nell, R-Ky. 

Mourdock took care of that 
himself on Wednesday after¬ 
noon, calling McConnell. 

The two men had a friend¬ 
ly conversation, according to 
Josh Holmes, McConnell’s 
chief of staff. 

Holmes declined to provide 
any additional details. 

The McConnell-Mourdock 
relationship, obviously, is a 
work in progress, but it must 
navigate some uncomfortable 
realities. 

McConnell, first elected to 
the Senate in 1984, has spent 
decades working his way up 
the rungs of power to become 
leader of the GOP senators. 
Depending on the number of 
GOP victories in November 
- including in Indiana - Mc¬ 
Connell could become Senate 
majority leader. 

That kind of longevity in 
Washington was the target of 
a Mourdock ad against Lugar, 
elected in 1976. 

“Lugar’s been in Washing¬ 
ton 36 years,” Mourdock’s 
spot said. “That’s too long. 
Time for a change.” 

McConnell also has had to 
find a comfort zone with the 
tea party Republicans who 


have come into his caucus, a 
group that includes Kentucky’s 
junior senator, Rand Paul. 

As you will recall, Paul was 
not McConnell’s first choice in 
the Kentucky GOP primary in 
2010. Trey Grayson was McCo¬ 
nnell’s pick. When Paul defeated 
Grayson, however, McConnell 
quickly moved to support Paul. 

In Indiana, McConnell stayed 
out of the primary fight, though 
his leadership PAC, the Blue- 
grass Committee, gave $10,000 
to Lugar, as it did to every Re¬ 
publican incumbent senator. 

Tea party-backed Mourdock is 
being hailed by supporters as part 
of the out-with-the-old-guard 
movement that has challenged 
other incumbent Republican sen¬ 
ators this year and in 2010. And 
McConnell has been scanning 
the horizon for any signs of a tea- 
party challenge to his re-election 
in 2014, and so far none has ma¬ 
terialized. 

Back in Washington, Mc¬ 
Connell also hears the hallway 


scuttlebutt about an eventual tea- 
party challenge to leadership. 
Nothing solid has emerged, but 
observers keep a close eye on 
DeMint’s moves. 

In any case, McConnell was 
quick to announce his support 
for Mourdock on Tuesday night. 

Mourdock, however, was less 
direct about his support for Mc¬ 
Connell as leader of the Senate 
Republicans when asked about 
it on MSNBC Wednesday morn¬ 
ing. 

“If we get a few more conser¬ 
vatives in the United States Sen¬ 
ate, we can certainly change the 
leadership, but not necessarily 
the people, but at least give the 
Senate leadership a more conser¬ 
vative point of view,” Mourdock 
said. 

As far as backing McCon¬ 
nell for leader, Mourdock said, 
“We’ve not made any decision 
there whatsoever.”

Glencoe hopes 
to force home 
owners to mow

Poorly maintained 
properties were the major 
topic at Monday’s Glen¬ 
coe City Council meeting. 
Several un-mowed prop¬ 
erties have become over¬ 
grown with weeds and 
grass due to recent warm 
weather and rain. 

One property in partic¬ 
ular, owned by the Childs 
family, is now in fore¬ 
closure and the city has 
been mowing the property 
in order to keep it prop¬ 
erly maintained. Council 
member JuJu Sullivan 
wants to see the city reim¬ 
bursed for this work that 
has spanned almost two 
years. 

Sullivan wants the city 
to place a lien on the prop¬ 
erty for the amount of the 
services performed. City 
Attorney Alecia Hubbard 
said the action was possi¬ 
ble, but first the city must 
file a lawsuit in order to 
receive a judgment for a 
lien. 

Hubbard also said this 


action would be difficult 
and costly as litigation 
about the disposition of 
the Childs’s property was 
ongoing. She stated the 
city has more power to 
recover any expenses by 
enforcing the law. 

Council member Mike 
Hampton identified six 
other properties that need 
to be mowed or have 
abandoned cars removed. 

In other Glencoe news: 

•The city purchased 
four security cameras for 
the shelter house in the 
city park. The cameras 
will be installed and the 
shelter will be open for 
the public to use after the 
proper signs are posted. 

There will be no charge 
for Glencoe residents to 
use the shelter house. Any¬ 
one who lives outside the 
city who wishes to use the 
facility will have to pay a 
$25 security deposit.

test items that determine 
whether a student has 
learned a particular set of 
skills. 

In the past, the state 
tests consisted only of 
criterion-referenced test 
items. 

At the high school lev¬ 
el, students will take end- 
of-course assessments in 
Algebra II, English II, 
Biology and U. S. His¬ 
tory. They will also take 
an on-demand writing 
test in which they will be 


presented with a question 
or scenario and asked to 
write about it. 

Scores from the tests 
will comprise one-fifth 
of the total measurement 
of a school. The other 
four elements are the size 
of the achievement gap 
among subgroups, student 
growth, college and ca¬ 
reer-readiness and gradu¬ 
ation rates. Schools will 
be grouped into catego¬ 
ries to determine whether 
intervention is necessary 
for improvement.

Through U.S. presi¬ 
dents George Washington, 
John Adams, Thomas Jef¬ 
ferson and James Madi¬ 
son, the author links their 
horticulture endeavors to 
the political sphere for 
which they are remem¬ 
bered. For the founding 


fathers, gardening agri¬ 
culture and botany were 
elemental passions, as 
deeply ingrained in their 
character as their belief in 
liberty for the nation they 
were creating. 

Ms. Wulf has lectured 
to large audiences at the 
Royal Geographical Soci¬ 
ety in London, the Acad¬ 
emy of Natural Sciences 
in Philadelphia, Monti- 
cello, the Art Museums 
of Colonial Williamsburg, 
Mount Vernon Estate and 
Gardens and more. 

The lecture is free and 
open to the public due to 
the generous support from 
the Cornelius O’Brien 
Lecture Series.

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Planting by 
the Signs

Mother’s Day has 
come and passed - and 
wasn’t it a damp one! 

At least it didn't snow, 
frost or freeze so statisti¬ 
cally we should be clear 
of all that kind of stuff 
until mid October. That 
gives us the all clear to 
plant away in our gar¬ 
dens. Here’s what’s on 
tap for your gardening 
enjoyment this week ac¬ 
cording to the phases of 
the moon and signs of 
the zodiac. 

The moon is in the dark 
phase now and will re¬ 
main there until Sunday, 
7:47 p.m. when the new 
moon - or no moon vis¬ 
ible - comes into force. 
If there’s much left of to¬ 
day (Wednesday), your 
garden is ready, dry and 
you’re “of a mind,” be 
planting below-ground 
producers with the sign 
in Pisces (the feet).

§51.001 USE OF PUBLIC SEWERS 
REQUIRED 

The owner of all houses, buildings or 
properties used for human occupancy, 
employment, recreation, or other pur¬ 
poses, situated within Gallatin County 
and abutting on any road, highway, 
street, alley or right-of-way in which 
there is located a public sanitary sewer, 
is hereby required, at his expenses, to 
install suitable toilet facilities therein, 
and to connect such facilities directly 
with the proper public sewer in accor¬ 
dance with the provisions of these rules 
and regulations, within 90 days after 
date of official notice to do so. 

§51.002 NEW SANITARY SEWERS 
Where new sanitary sewers are con¬ 
structed, all premises shall be con¬ 
nected to the new sewer, in accordance 
with regulations herein set out, shall be 
subject to the sewerage service charge 
as soon as connections are made to the 
new sewer. However, if the making of 
the connection is delayed, the property 
shall be subject to the sewerage service 
charge 30 days after the sewer is in op¬ 
eration and/or accepted by the govern¬ 
mental agency having jurisdiction over 
the sewer. 

§51.003 PERMITS REQUIRED FOR 
CONNECTION 

No person shall install or cause to be 
installed, any sewer service connection, 
building sewer, or make any service 
connection to any public sewer within 
the county without a plumbing permit 
secured from the State Plumbing Pro¬ 
gram Director, Kentucky Department 
for natural Resources and Environmen¬ 
tal Protection and the construction shall 
conform to the requirements of the Ken¬ 
tucky State Plumbing Law and Code, 
Rules and Regulations. The construction 
shall also conform to the rules and regu¬ 
lations of the county as specified herein 
and to any other public corporation hav¬ 
ing jurisdiction and control of the public 
sewer to which the connection is being 
made or will be made. Where the con¬ 
nection is being made to a city sewer, 
a written permit must also be secured 
from the county. 

§51.004 SEPARATE BUILDING 
SEWER FOR EACH BUILDING 
REQUIRED 

A separate and independent build¬ 
ing sewer shall be provided for every 
building that is to be occupied unless 
otherwise approved by the city. The 
minimum size shall be four inches for a 
single family unit. 

§51.999 PENALTY 

(A) Any person who violates any provi¬ 
sion of this chapter for which no specific 
penalty has been provided, or any per¬ 
mit condition, or who violates any cease 
and desist order, prohibition, effluent 
limitation, or pretreatment or toxicity 
standard, shall be liable civilly to a pen¬ 
alty not to exceed $ 1,000 for individuals 
and $5,000 for corporations. Each day 
in which violation occurs shall be con¬ 
sidered as separate violation. 

(1) The county may assess a penalty 
of up to $1,000 for each such viola¬ 
tion and add such penalty to the user’s 
charges and fees. Such assessment shall 
be offset against any subsequent penalty 
otherwise imposed for the same viola¬ 
tion. 

(2) Any such penalty imposed shall 
not be construed as liquidated damages

ability for any consequential damages 
resulting from the violation for which the 
penalty imposed. 

(B) Any person who violates §51.003 
shall, upon conviction, be punished by a 
fine of not more than $1,000 or by im¬ 
prisonment for not more than six months, 
or both. 

(C) Any person violating the provisions 
of §§51.001 through 51.004 shall be sub¬ 
ject to a penalty of $100 per violation. In 
addition, such person shall be liable for 
any expense, loss or damage occasioned 
by reason of such violation.

Memories of 
V-E Day 

Dear Editor: 

Like most people read¬ 
ing this, I wasn’t around 
for V-E Day, but I do re¬ 
member seeing the pic¬ 
ture of the sailor kissing 
the nurse in the famous 
photo (Their names were 
recently released). 

On Memorial Day 
about 15 years ago, our 
pastor at the Glencoe Bap¬ 
tist Church, Hardin Lowe, 
asked a member to share 


his memories of Norman¬ 
dy. Brother Russell Clark 
stood up and told the con¬ 
gregation about his first 
hand experience of that 
day. The older members 
of the church might have 
already known, but for 
younger members, the ac¬ 
count was horrifying. 

Brother Clark told us 
the soldiers were expect¬ 
ed to leave their ships and 
walk to the shore. But the 
depth was not correctly 
judged. The end result was 
that many fine young men 
lost their lives in water 
that wasn’t all that deep. 
But it was deep enough 
to drown them due to the 
heavy combat gear they 
carried. I won’t relate all 
he said, but the memory 
of that Sunday morning 
stands fresh in my mind. 

One incident in the Eu¬ 
ropean theater of World 
War II that I would like 
to share was related by 
my grandmother who had 
three sons in the service. 

My uncle, Oral McK¬ 
inney, was a cook for the 
U.S. Army and was in- 
France during a particu¬ 
larly bad siege. On a hot 


to get to sleep. He climbed 
off his cot and slept on the 
ground. The next morning 
his tent was riddled with 
holes and his tent mate 
was dead. 

My dad, Oran McKin¬ 
ney, served in the pacific 
Theater of World War II. 
He wouldn’t talk about 
his experiences except 
for one — the time he 
thought his seconds were 
numbered while flying. 

The plane was high 
enough that the engines 
iced over, the engine cut 
out and he went into a 
nose dive straight towards 
the Pacific Ocean. When 
the plane hit a warmer air 
mass, the ice melted and 
the plane was able to stay 
in the sky. He also told 
us about flying through a 
rainbow. He said it was a 
circle and they could see 
it above and below them. 

My dad, Russell and 
my uncle are long gone 
now. May their sacrifices 
for us live forever!
